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PREFACE. 



The greater part of this work, namely the taking of photographs , copying 
of inscriptions, planning, and drawing, was done in the months of January, 
February and March 1909. The drawings were made by Mr. J. A. Dixon, 
who was spending that season with me in Nubia. No pains were spared to 
make the record complete , for this temple , dedicated to two local sheykhs , 
is in its way unique. Moreover it was founded at the commencement of 
the Romano-Nubian period, the importance of which has been shewn by 
Dr. Maclver's excavations at Areika and Aniba. It was on this account that 
we copied so many of the hieroglyphic signs, emblems, and other details, 
so as to shew the style of work at this transitional period. At the end of 
the volume will be found a commentary on the text, p. 67-76. The gods 
and goddesses are discussed on p. 76-85, and indexed on p. 87-9^. 
Plates GVI-CXI show all the varieties of head-dresses worn by the divinities 
and king, and there is also an index of them, p. 96-100. Plates GXIII-GXVI 
contain specimens of the hieroglyphic signs employed in the Dendur inscrip- 
tions, and also drawings of various offerings, symbols, and temple furniture, 
that appear in the scenes. The different types of cartouches are shewn on 
plate CXVII, and the clothes and ornaments of the king and divinities on 
plate GXVIII. On p. loi-io/i is a complete list of the plans and views of 
this temple, and the sculptured scenes, that have appeared in previous 
publications.

PART I. 

INTRODUCTION AND TEXT. 

The Temple of Dendur, about 19 kilometres up the river from Kalabsha, 
is situated on the west bank just south of Marwaw, the post-station for the 
district., and is built almost against the face of the low cliff that marks the edge 
of the high desert. In the cliff, just behind the temple, is a small excavated 
chamber with a basin in the floor. It had a doorway of dressed stone with a 
cornice of the usual Egyptian pattern. In front of this chamber there was a small 
court or anteroom of which only the lower parts of the walls remain. Rifaud 
(Voyage en Egypte et en Nubie, p. iSa), in his plan of Dendur temple, makes 
the walls join on to the west wall of the sanctuary, and in Quatreraere de Quincy 
(U Architecture egyptienne, PI. ly, fig. 67) we see a pylon-like construction in 
front of the rock-chamber. Something like the latter appears as a restoration in 
Gau (PI. 9 5), but his plan and view from the south-east (PI. 28) give no 
indication whatever of the walls having originally extended as far as the west end 
of the sanctuary, and there are certainly no traces of this at the present time. 
Gau's view shows that the walls were higher in his day than they are now, and 
possibly his restoration of a small anteroom with a cornice is a correct one. This 
building formed, perhaps, the original shrine, and was replaced later by the 
Augustan temple (Pis. I and XCII, 2). It is to be noted that the rock-chamber 
is not in the axis of the temple, though it is represented as being so in most of 
the plans. Gau's ^'\ however, is quite accurate in this as in every other respect. 
The entrance lies exactly behind a hollow place in the back wall of the sanctuary, 
part of which is behind the stela representing Petesi and Pihor adoring Osiris and 
Isis (see PI. LXXIV). The hollow is mentioned by Horeau (^Panorama d'Egypte et 
de Nubie, p. 29), and is shewn in his plan, and in those of Prisse, Rifaud and

Gau. It has now unfortunately been filled with rubble and cement. Its position 
suggests that it may have been connected with the giving of oracles? 

The main building, about i3 1/2 metres long and 7 metres broad, consists 
of three rooms, the Pronaos, Antechamber, and Sanctuary, the roofs of the two 
former rooms being intact (PI. I). Before it at a distance of about 10 metres 
stood the Pylon of which only the stone doorway now remains. The towers, which 
were probably of crude brick, have long since disappeared. The distinguishing 
feature is the Terrace (Pis. I and IX) which is erected in front of the temple 
and pylon, and overlooks the river. It is 9 5 metres long and i5 metres broad 
and on its eastern face rises to the height of 3 1/2 metres, the north and south 
sides merging in the rising ground behind. Such a terrace seems to be characte- 
ristic of the temples in this region , occurring also at Kalabsha , Ajuala (Abu Hor ) , 
and Dabod''^. On either side of the temple, north and south, lie the remains of 
the ancient town. The houses seem to have been built of undressed stones with 
mud plastering, as is so often the case in the modern Nubian villages. The 
quarries, that supplied the building material for the temple, are situated in the 
cliff behind it. They also are half buried beneath the debris of the fallen houses 
which once clambered up the slope in picturesque disorder, and fringed the 
edge of the high desert. Mixed up with these ruins are heaps of pot-sherds of the 
Romano-Nubian and Coptic periods; some of the former being of the fine buff 
ware found by Dr. Randall-Maclver and Mr. Woolley at Areika and Aniba. 

The Temple of Dendur, the Tutzis of the Itineraries, was dedicated to two 
deified men Petesi and the wSheykhw Pihor {Phry Py-hr), the sons oiKwpr, who 
probably owed their deification to drowning (see below, p. 82). 

That the ancient name of Dendur was Tutzis is proved conclusively by a 
careful examination of the name of the locality that occurs frequently in the 
inscriptions on the pylon, once in the demotic inscription on the north wall in 
the interior of the pronaos, and twice in the Ptolemaic stela from the neigh- 
bouring temple of Ajuala. 

In scene I, north jamb of pylon, east face (PI. XII), Petesi is called ' II 
^'^Ix Ik. -. " Agathodaemon of Tutzis {Tht)y> and so the name is spelt 
in scene I, architrave of pylon, west face (PI. XXII, i), and idem, scene IV,

The sign Ijk^ up till now has always been read as \k hr and an attempt has 
been made to derive the modern name Dendur from an ancient name Enthure, 
whereas the ^ is the genetival n after 'p-sy. The writing on the pylon is exceed- 
ingly bad and the engraver has made his Ik in every case look like \k^ and 
this has misled the previous copyists. But the fact that this bird in one instance 
is replaced by a V and in another is omitted altogether, militates against it 
being any other than the sign Ijk^. That this statement is correct is shewn by 
the examples in the demotic inscription and the stela from Ajuala. In the former 
the word is spelt T-h-l (Pis. L, i, and CIV, and p. 3o) and in the latter rrrr. 

r^-^© ^^^ "^1 ?^o ^OHOK') (PI- ^"I and p. 66). The Egyptian form of 
the word must be Thoz, the final s=> becoming x,. The loss of the aspirate in 
the form preserved in the Antonine Itinerary is easily explained by the fact that 
in the Nubian language there are no aspirates. All such words are of foreign ori- 
gin. The people of the place, therefore, probably pronounced the name Toz (?). 
The temple was built in the reign of the Emperor Augustus as is shewn by the 
cartouches reading Autokrator Kaisaros, the regular names of that sovran in 
the hieroglyphic inscriptions. Only once in the whole of the main building is 



Autokrator correctly spelt, *-e. f^^^ . This is on the west wall of the 
pronaos, scene I, south of the door of the antechamber (PI. LII, i). In idem

quently the king is merely called fi^ |^ J- On the pylon the cartouches with 
Autokrator Kaisaros occur only four times, namely in the vertical bands of 
inscription behind the king in the scenes on the architrave above the north and 

south jambs (Pis. XI and XXII). They are written QXMH>I (HUM 



^■^^ . The titles ■^^ '^^ in every part of the temple are frequently bungled, 
either through ignorance, or the carelessness of the engraver. The variations in 
them and the cartouches are fully illustrated on PI. GXVII. The hieroglyphic signs 
are coarsely executed and the forms debased, though some of the animal signs, 
especially the birds, have a certain rude vigour. Those that possess any interest 
as shewing the style and forms of this late period, have been drawn, and are 
published on Pis. GXIII and CXIV.

There is nothing unusual in the clothes and ornaments worn by the king and 
deities (PI. GXVIII). The king except in scene III, south jamb of pjlon, west face 
(PL XXVIII, 2), and scene III, architrave of door of antechamber (PI. LXII, 2), 
wears the type of kilt illustrated by fig. 3. For the exceptional kind of skirt worn 
in the two above mentioned scenes see fig. 5. The gods wear, when represented 
as standing, the kilt shewn in fig. 1, though sometimes the outline of the thigh 
does not appear beneath the garment (see the figure of Petesi, PI. LI). Osiris is 
represented as a swathed divinity three times only; viz. in scene III, architrave of 
pylon, east face (PL XI, 2); scene III, south jamb of pylon, east face (Pis. XXVIII 
and CXVIII, fig. 6); scene I, exterior south wall of temple (PL LXXXV). The 
last example represents Arsenuphis in the form of Osiris. Fig. 7 gives the sort 
of cloak worn by Horus the Child in the scenes in this temple. Fig. 9 is the 
usual type of kilt worn by the gods when seated, though the tail is nearly always 
omitted. The style of kilt of fig. 8 is far less frequent. Fig. 1 1 shews both how 
the ceremonial tail is passed under the girdle, and also the sleeveless vest worn 
regularly by the gods and sometimes by the king (PL LII, 2). The Nile-god 
wears his usual loin-cloth, fig. 2. The goddesses without exception are clothed 
in the long close-fitting garment of fig. L It should be noted that the shoulder- 
straps required to keep the dress from slipping are always omitted. Fig. 10 is 
the collar regularly worn by the king and divinities. Sometimes either the string 
of ball-beads round the neck, or the fringe of petal-pendants is omitted, some- 
times the collar is quite plain without either. 

THE PYLON. 

(Pis. II and X-XXX.) 

The gateway of the pylon just over 6 3/4 metres in height, has the usual 
Egyptian cornice decorated with the winged disk. On either side of the disk is a 

urseus; that on the north wears the SJ -crown of Lower Egypt, and that on the 
south the M - crown of Upper Egypt. These architectural features are the same 
on the east and west faces of the gateway.

THE FACADE OF THE PRONAOS. 

(Pis. Ill and XXXII-XLIV.) 

The facade of the pronaos is decorated with the usual Egyptian cornice, which 
is continued along the north and south walls. Under the cornice and down both 
sides runs the roll or torus, ornamented by a pattern of binding. 
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The architrave, supported in the centre by two columns, is decorated in the 
middle above the abaci with the winged disk. The remaining space at either 
end is filled with the alternating symbols f B. On either side of the winged disk 
is a vertical line of hieroglyphs , the same in both cases, viz : _ ^ ll'^^ " 

T%. The abaci are ornamented with the symbol "ih between two ^§-eyes. 

The columns have the usual elaborate floral capitals of the period, imme- 
diately below which the stems of the plants are sculptured, terminating in 
five horizontal bands. On the inner and outer face of both columns, below the 
binding, is a kneeling figure upon the sign r^n, holding i in either hand. 
PI. XXXIV, 2 , gives a view of the outer face of the south column, while PI. XXXV, 
figs. 1 and 9 ,' shews the kneeling figures on the inner face of the north and south 
columns respectively. The screen into which they are built, conceals most of 
the outer face of the lower half of the columns. The details of the decoration on 
the exposed narrow strip, and on what remains of the screen itself, are clearly 
shewn on Pis. XXXIl and XXXIV, a. The inner face of the columns is left free 
and is sculptured with figures of two men, one above the other; the upper 
carrying an oryx on his shoulders, the lower an ox (PI. XXXVI, i and 2, from 
the north and south columns respectively). For the decoration at the base on 
the inner side see PI. XXXIV, 1 .

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THE INTERIOR OF THE PRONAOS. 

(Pis. IV-VI and XLV-LIX.) 

The Pronaos was entered originally by a door in the middle of the screen, 
between the two columns. The north, west, and south walls are decorated with 
scenes in two registers shewing the king before various divinities. The west wall 
has a door in the centre admitting to the antechamber, and there is also a door 
in the west end of the south wall. These two doors are part of the original 
design. At a later period, another door was cut in the east end of the north 
wall, destroying part of a scene inside and out. 

Immediately below the ceiling on the above mentioned walls, and along the 
west face of the architrave of the columns on the east side of the pronaos, runs 
the frieze. This is fully illustrated in the frontispiece and Pis. XL VII, GXIX 
and GXX. 

Down the middle of the ceiling, in low relief, is a flight of vultures with 
outstretched wings (PI. GXII). They are alternately vulture-and serpent-headed, 
and on either side of them is a broad band of decoration in various patterns 
and colours (PI. CXI, i). The remaining part of the ceiling on either side is 
painted a deep blue and studded with yellow stars. The space between each 
vulture contains two horizontal lines of inscription placed end to end. In the 
first two spaces are the following inscriptions, which are repeated alternately 
right across the ceiling. The signs, which are in paint only, are badly preserved 
and were deciphered with difficulty by wetting the surface.

From his right shoulder hangs 
a cloak which was painted with a pattern, now indistinguishable, in red, 
green and yellow. 

He seems to be wearing the ceremonial tail? which projects from behind 
the bend of the left knee. It is possibly a later addition, for, unlike the rest

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of the work in the scene, it is incised. A careful examination plainly shewed 
that it was not the outline of the cloak. Round his neck is suspended the milk- 
amulet (PI. GXIV, 2; and see Griffith, Hieroglyphs, p. 4i, and figs, ho, i33). 
Adjoining the upper part of scene III and filling up the space between scene II, 
and the top of the door, there is the representation of a couchant lion — >. 
In front of him is a tall incense-burner coloured yellow, from which issues a 
long green flame with a ball of incense on either side of it. The lion, probably 
once yellow (?), has a heavy mane painted green. The muscles on the legs are 
indicated in a very conventional manner; the ribs shew up clearly under the 
skin (PI. LVI, i). This lion must be a representation of Mihos or Shu-Arsenuphis 
(see p. 79-80). 

THE COPTIC INSCRIPTION. 

(PL CV.) 

As one leaves the pronaos by way of the door in the south wall, the important 
Coptic inscription cut in the thickness of the left jamb by Abraham the presbyter 
and mentioning the king Eirpanome, catches the eye. The characters are incised 
and painted red. Above it is the following mutilated graffito written in red paint : 

rc^« XC»» Nl? M A AMHN. 

The Coptic inscription has already been published in L. , D., VI, 1 o3, 89, 
and very little damage has befallen it since Lepsius' party visited Dendur. Where 
it has been mutilated the right reading was obtained by moistening the place 
with water. The red paint with which the incised characters were coloured, has 
soaked well into the stone, and when wetted, shews up clearly. In this manner 
the defaced letters are rendered visible. 

Certain errors in Lepsius' version make it evident that his copy in the Denk- 
mdler was taken from a squeeze and not from the original. 

The inscription, with a translation and notes, has also been published by 
Revillout in an article entitled : Memoiresur les Blemmyes, a propos d'une 
inscription copte iroiivee a Dendur.

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The Dado in the Interior of the Pronaos.

THE SANCTUARY.

A GRAVE STONE WITH A GREEK INSCRIPTION.

A.IUALA : BLOCK 1. 
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THE TEMPLE OF AJUALA. 

Of the little temple of Ajuala'^^ nothing remains to-day hut a heap of jumbled 
stones (PI. XCIV). The style of sculpture suggests the Roman epoch, and the 
cartouches bear no name but only the title Per-dl. There was perhaps an earlier 
building, however, as among the stones was found the upper portion of a stela 
of Ptolemv Philometor I. Weiejall . 














in his Report on the Aniiquities of 
Lower Nuhia, p. 71, speaks of 
Ajuala under the name of Abu 
Hor, but by the Nubians the place 
where the temple stands is called 
Ajuala. It had a terrace in front 
of it like the temples at Kalabsha 
and Dendur. When I copied and 
photographed the inscriptions and 
scenes on the fallen stones the 
water was nearly up to the top of 
the terrace, so I was unable to 
photograph it or take a plan. But Weigall, op. cit. (PI. XXVIII), gives photo- 
graphs of the terrace and stairway, and D'' Roeder has kindly permitted me to 
publish the accompanying plan which he made in January 1910. 

From the frequency with which he is represented in the scenes it would 
appear that this shrine was dedicated to the Nubian god Mandulis (see p. 80) in 
whose honour the great temple of Kalabsha was founded.

At Philae and Dakka Arsenuphis was reckoned as a form of the god Shu, and 
has Tefnut as his consort. In both these temples he and Tefnut are associated 
with Nubian localities, such as Kns, Hn-t-hn-nfr, 7'^s/^''' and Bwkm. See Bbugsch, 
Thes., 765, 62, c; id., 62, d. Champ., Not. descr., I, 172. 

Here however out of the eleven times that he appears, only six times does he 
wear the head-dress that is charateristic of him when identified with Shu (see 
PI. GIX, 26). He is only once accompanied by Tefnut and is never described as 

le I ' . He is, however, twice called ^T^-i* (pylon, west face, south jamb, 
scene I, and pronaos, exterior north wall, scene III) a regular epithet of Arse- 
nuphis-Shu (Brugsch, Thes., 766, 62, c). But at Dendur, apart from the 

doubtful ^=— i<ffi>»«, the only localities Arsenuphis is said to preside over are 
LUb^ /| and p:^'^ ^^ , and the distinctly Nubian place-names are not 
mentioned. Five times he is depicted wearing the Osirian Atef-crown (PI. CVII, 
11 B.), thrice he has Isis wife of Osiris as his consort, and once is mummiform 
holding crook and flail (pronaos, exterior south wall, scene I). In one scene, 
also (pronaos, interior south wall, scene III), Arsenuphis, Isis and Harpokrates 
form a triad. He appears therefore to have been regarded by the priests of 
Dendur as a form of Osiris. For a full discussion of this aspect of Arsenuphis, 
see Blackman, P. S.B. A., XXXII, 1, p. 33.

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The Nile-god Hapy, and the field-goddess Sekhet, appear regularly on the 
dados of the pylon and pronaos, where they are depicted carrying as offerings, 
the produce of the Nile and cultivated land.

Sekhet has merely | after her name. As goddess of the fields her head-dress is 

either that as shewn on PI. CXI, 89, or IIJ. When wearing the former she 

carries HI in her hands and vice versa (cf. Pis. LVI and LVII). She is always 
accompanied by birds or beasts, slung by cords from her arms or walking at 
her side.

Horus appears in various forms. As a hawk-headed divinity he presides over 
Nubian localities such as I "^ (Halfa)''\ " '^^ (Aniba? see Weigall, 

Rei^orl on Lower Nubia, p. 116) and W''^""'''^^-^ ^- As V^ T , ^^■, also hawk- 
headed, he is lord of Abaton and Philae and is associated with Isis, Nephthys and 
Halhor. As Harpokrates he appears only four times (see list, p. 88-89).

The other instances are pylon, east face, south jamb, scene III; door 
of antechamber, north jamb, scene III; door of sanctuary, north jamb, scene III; 
pronaos, exterior north wall, scene V.

In scene IV on both jambs of the door of the antechamber there is a lion, 
sitting on his haunches, with | between the fore-, and hind-, paws; | doubtless 
is a mistake for a N^ -knife. This lion is the god ^{^^^ J Mihos, occurring 
as -fiiv(7is in the Greek period at the end of proper names. Mihos is identified 
with Shu and Arsenuphis; see Lanzone, I, p. 8 1 and Tav. XXXIV. In the Hay 
Mss. in the British Museum n" 29884, 11, there is an exact parallel from 
Philae, namely a lion seated on his haunches -^ with a clump of lotus-flowers 
behind him, as in this scene, and with ^^ between his fore-paws. The text is

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also appears as a lion standing on a pylon in Ghampollion, Monuments, I, PI. XC, 
with his name '«=^!P| J in front of him. This example is from the Osiris-chapel 
on the roof of the great temple at Philse. The lion couchant, over the south door 
of the pronaos, must also be a representation of Mihos-Shu-Arsenuphis.

Mandulis is a Nubian god and the Temple at Kalabsha, the ancient Talmis, 
was built to his honour, as was also, apparently, the small temple at Ajuala. He 
appears in two forms, as a grown man, and as a child, and is sometimes twice 
represented in one scene, the two figures being one behind the other. This 
occurs on the stela from Ajuala (PI. Gill), and in L. , D., IV, 72 , g- where the 

foremost figure is a man and the hinder a child y *=» % J%& ■ y3) '''. We 
might compare with this a double representation of Arsenuphis, also a Nubian 
god, at Dendur (pronaos, exterior, north wall, scene III). At Dendur Mandulis 
only appears twice and as a grown man, in the one case with Satis as consort, 
and in the other with Uto, and he is described as « great god, lord of Talmis r. 
At Ajuala he occurs seven times, on two occasions out of which he is called wthe 
Ghild n, namely on Block 2 and on the stela. In the former case he is represented 
as a child with side-lock holding his first finger to his lips; he wears the crown 
of Upper and Lower Egypt and holds a peewit, and has assumed all the attributes 
of Harpokrates. As such in scene 1 on Block 5 he is seated with Osiris and Isis. 
On Block 2 the king offers him two vases of milk, and the inscription on the 
stela speaks of him as «the child to whose ha milk (^hd) is offered every dayj?

Osiris is not nearly so important a divinity in this temple as Isis, occurring 
but 8 times. He is only twice represented as a swathed mummy (pylon, east 
face, architrave, scene III; pylon, west face, south jamb, scene III). On all other 
occasions be wears the Atef-crown and the dress shewn on PI. GXVIII, fig. 1, 
with sleeveless vest (id., fig. 11). Once when seated (door of antechamber, 
architrave, scene III) the ceremonial tail is shewn as on PI. GXVIII, fig. 9. The

But he is usually merely wgreat 
god, lord of Abaton 75. As Osiris-Onnophris he is described as rf great god, in the 
midst of Abaton, king of gods, ruler of the Ennead, august divine form, within 
Philaew. His consort is, of course, Isis. At Ajuala he is merely fflord of Abaton w. 

PeTESI "A I *^. PlHOR "iL^- 

Petesi and Pihor, the sons oi Kwpr, '"^"'^, are both described as jj'^^ 
*^j As«/ V^', which Mr. Griffith in A. Z., ^6, p. 182, shews to be the regular 
title of the drowned in late Demotic, and in Ptolemaic transfers of mummies 
and funeral services. The word hsy corresponds to the Coptic 2AC16 in the 
phrase bcdk N2ACI6 (26N-) the expression for being drowned in water, or 
figuratively in sin, and is regularly rendered u7ro€pup(^tos in the Leyden Papyrus. 
Mr. Griffith also points out that the title p-hry rrthe Superior, the Master 55, is so 
frequent in connection with hasye that it seems certain that it belonged specially 
to the drowned. The title p-hry might well be translated by the modern Egyptian 
word ^tSheykhw. For the special veneration with which the drowned '^^ were 
regarded, see Mr. Griffith's statements in the same article, where he comments 
on the passage in Herodotus that treats of that subject. It is probable , therefore , 
that Petesi and the «Sheykhw Pihor were two men who, having met their death 
by drowning, became the most prominent Sheykhs of the locality. It may be 
noted also that scene I, architrave of pylon, west face, suggests that Petesi was a 
scribe in his life time, for the king, as stated in the accompanying inscription, 
is offering him an ink-pot (see PI. XXI and p. 12 ). 

Mr. Griffith has drawn my attention to the passage in the first story of Sethon 
Khamwese, where it is said of the child Mereb, the princess Ahure, and prince 
Neferkepthah , that they rrfell into the river and did the pleasure (^hs-t^ of Ren, 
the sun-god, by being drowned. Mr. Griffith suggests that it is for this reason that

Manduiis was a sun-god''' (see 
Erman, Egyptian Religion, p. 201) and, as Pihor has the sun's disk above his 
head, so perhaps Petesi is assigned this head-dress — he too having done the 
rr pleasure of Be » the sun-god — • in order to emphasize the connection between 
the sun-god and the drowned man?

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From the evidence we possess it seems likely that Petesi was especially the 
god of Tutzis while Pihor was the god of Kit as the demotic inscription clearly 
states. U Kit is the modem Kurteh, we can understand why the inscription 
renouncing the dues (see p. 3o, 3 1) was cut in front of Pihor. The ancient town at 
Kurteh was of considerable size (see Weigall, op. cit., p. 92), and its god would 
therefore be more important than the god of Dendiir in the eyes of officials from 
Philse, and so might well have been called to witness a renunciation of a tax 
that the priests of Dendur owed to Isis. 

Satis <t,. 

This goddess occurs twice, once as consort of Mandulis, and the other time 
as consort of Amon of Dabod. She is in both cases called mistress of ■ f|| , ^, 
an unknown locality. As wife of Amon of Dabod, she is also ffEye of Re 77, 
within (?) Riga (pronaos, exterior north wall, scene IV, e). 

Sekhet. See under Hapy. 

Tefnut 

In Egyptian Mythology Tefnut is the sister-wife of Shu, and these two were 
the children of Re, and parents of Geb and Nut the earth-god and sky-goddess. 
At Dendur and Dakka Tefnut is the consort of Thoth of Pnubs (see under Thoth). 
She is called « Daughter of Re, in the midst of Abaton, Ip-t the beautiful, mistress 
of Philse, ruler in Riga (_Snm)v. Ip-t is a form of Hathor, and in L. , D., IV, 3o, 
d, e, Ipt appears as a hippopotamus, as a Hathor-head on a pole, and as a 
goddess wearing the head-dress of type 33. For the identification of Hathor with 

Tefnut, see L., i)., IV, 79 rf.[g^j's"^;^^i;^ * ^ 

Thoth of Pnubs VV a^'*'^ I I A. 

The principal shrine of this god is the temple of Dakka, the ancient Pselkis. 
Pnubs has been identified with Maharaka, the Hierasvkaminos of the classical 
writers, but Ptolemy mentions a Pnubs in Upper Nubia (see Rrugsch, Die Sieben 
Jahre der Hungersnolli). At Dakka and Dendur Thoth of Pnubs is a form of Shu :

Conversely Shu is given the titles of Thoth fjn^PlT-- (Ghampollion, Not. 
descr., I, 73). Like Shu this god is called rrgreat god. . , southern lion, strong 
of forearm w, and has Tefnut, Shu's sister-wife, as consort; she like Shu was 
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considered to have originated in Nubia (see Brugsch, op. ciL, 766, a). His four- 
plumed head-dress, type 2 4, is also the head-dress of Shu (see Ghampollion, 
Not. descr., I, 128), but is especially characteristic of that god under the form 
of Onuris^^'. Sometimes he is represented holding a scorpion'"^' and snake in his 
hand, the latter coiling round his |- sceptre (PI. CXVI, 2). It is most unlikely 
that this scorpion has any connection with Pselkis " "***, for as Weigall 
[Antiquities of Lower Nubia, p. 86) points out, the scorpion-goddess Selket occurs 
nowhere in the temple reliefs at Dakka. The name Pselkis may well be of non- 
Egyptian origin. It is possible that the scorpion and snake denote magic powers. 
Isis of Buhen^^', on the reliefs in Hatshepsut's temple at Haifa, is depicted with 
a scorpion on her forehead '*\ 

At Dendur Thoth of Pnubs is lord of Pselkis and Biga [Snm] only. At Philse 
he is ffLord of Philse, august god, pacifying the Flame (^"l:''^) in Abatonw 
(L.,i).,IV, 76,a).

This goddess appears twice only at Dendur, as a vulture on the ceiling of the 
pronaos along with Nekhbet, and as consort of Mandulis. She is called ffUto, 
lady of Pe and Dep, protecting (?) Pe and Dep(?), Tly-t, within Nun, giving 
life to the King of Upper and .Lower Egypt, Pharaoh ». T,y-t occurs as a name of 
Uto in Mar. , Abydos, I, apendix A, p. 36 , i, with whom she and Shm-t are there 
identified. Tiy-t is usually associated with the weaving of the sacred bandages 
of the gods. See Moret, Rit. Amon and Mut, XXX, 3-4 : ■ ItZT jO J • • • 

Uto is also the consort of Mandulis on the stela of Philometor I from Ajuala, 
where she is called «Lady of Pe and Dep, eye of Be, lady of heaven, mistress 
of all gods''.
